QOI,])S LAW IS VALID 

Railroads Not Allowed to Discriminate 
AgaiDbt Union Men 

Congressional Act Upheld Hy United Stales Judge 
Cochran. Law in Favor of Union Labor 
OeeUrei to B« ConatitBtioiial 



Judge A. M. J. Cochran banded down a decision in the 
Federal Cotrt at Covington yesterday that is of National im* 
portance. 

Federal Judge Evans^ in a similar case, gave an oppo* 
site decision, and allusion to the latter was made in President 
Roosevelt's message to Congress. 

It was in tke case of William Adair, Master Mechanii&-of 
the L. and N. Railroad, who was indicted last^tU on two counts 
for discriminating against and dischary^ing O. B. Coppage, a 
fireman and member of the Order of Locomotive Firemen. 

The indictment was found under an act passed by Con* 
grass providing for a fine of $100 to $1,000, and prohibiting an 
employe to enter an agreement not to join a Labor Union, to 
threaten employe with discharge if he so joins or to prevent 
any employe discharged from securing em})loynient. 

A (loinurror attacking the constitutionality <»f the act was 
tiled J The Court held that the act was constitutional; that 
Coppage was engaged in interstate commerce, and that em- 
ployes of the road were adjuncts to same.
